In this lime of peace, plenty, 
nnd prosperity, it is well to rem in] ourselves of 
Ihe fa.ct that God is ihe Giver of all Rood 
things, "and that He has hidden us "bring alt the 
lilhislmo the storehouse." 

'■ Called cm lo Grrc.ThAnki 

. Thi^.is the root idea of a H.irvcrt Festival 
Thanksgrving, for it is not enough to merely 
rx press' our thanks; we are called upon to give 
thanks. This idea is not of recent origin. From 
rhe creation of man we have record of thank 
offerings. Already in Adam's liiVtimc one of 
the earliest scenes of worship offered to ihe 
Criaior hy His CreattireS" is usually niclurcd 
around, two altars, upon which Cain and Ahcl 
offered their respective gifts. 

Noah hastened to erect an allar of thanks- 
Biving as soon as his feet touched term firma 
■after the wonderful deliverance from the flood. 
That nterrjoraMe offering w.-is markcil hy God's- 
pronouncing His harvest cotenani with " man, 
fiiomi&ing "seed time and harve*! while ihe 
curlli /tniaiiwth r " By it lie also .showed plainly 
that Xo'ah's .vi'orsJ.ip and thanksEtvin^ pitis wire 
acceptable in His sight. 

The Law of Moses *a* very dciailrd in dc- 
scrihinK the observance oT IlafvcM Thanksgiv- 
ing. The tilhes due to the Levitts of the Temple 
were paid in (and at harvest lime, liorf's promise 
of Messing and prosperity is aiiaehcd.io ihe ob- 
servance of His commands about piving. 

"All the tithes of ihe land, whether of the 
Feed of the land or the fruit of the tree . . of 
the herd of the flock, ihe tenth riiall be holy 
nnlo the Lord." 

That God is very desirous lhat recognition 
of His goodness should be expressed by means 
of Harvest Festival is made very clear by the 
manner in Which the matter was emphasized in 
connection wilh tbe occupation of Ihe Promised 
Land by the Israelites. He said "Thou shall keep 
the Feast of Harvest, the first fruits of thy 
labours, which ihou hast sowo in thy fields; and 
the Feast of the fngalhcring. which is the end 
of the year, when thou hast gathered in thy 
labours out of the fieldV 

The. great feasts of the Jews were all more or 
less connected with the eanh and its fruits. The 
Feast of the Passover was connceted with the 
snrirflt Harvest Festival, and nn its occurrence 
tbe first ripe .sheaf of the year was brought to 
ihe priest to be waved by him before the Lord 
in th&nk-ofieringr. 

The Feast of Pentecost was abo called "ihe 
Feast of the^ Harvest, Or the First Frail of 
^bour. 1 *. This, feast- took place fifty days after 
the Feast .of -the Passover, ibe number ot days 
representing the" period of'thc grain harresl, ibe 
.sheaf at the Passover devoting the C5rBQjen«- 
rnent, and two loaves at the Pentecost denoting 
the termination of the harvest. 

k Tbe godly Israelite of old set apart a tenth of 
hia income for "the Lord's tithe"; Ihe first-bom 



of the household and bis flocks and herds were 
"ihe Lord's"— redeemable hut still His; the 
fourth year's fruit and young trees were sacred 
to his God; and the crowning act came in the 
time of harvest. When ihe corn was ripe and 
the fruit ready for the plucking, he remembered 
ihe poor — the corners of the field, with iheir 
standing erops, the cleaning.*; and forgotten 
sheaves, the fallen fruit, and the overloaded 
olives and grapes were for tliem. Then he set 
aside another tenth of his income for the ex- 
penses of going up to the s,aitchiary, and seleeled 
certain animals for lliank^of fcrinRf, in payment 
ot vows, etc. The first-fruits, of the harvest he- 
pul into a capacious bnskci. and, bringiiiE them 
to the priest, s^ifd, "I profess this dav unto, the 
Lord thy Uod, lh*L t nm come ujUo the country 
which the Lord s-uan- unto Our fathers for to 
give ««." 

The l>askct was plnccil upon the »linr, nnd 
the offerer solemnly rcjicated the licauiiful con- 
re.ssioit and rTotV^Aiou of faith, coinmcticiny, "A 
Syrian ready to jieri^h was my fiilhcr," and con- 
cludiiir* with the words. "And now. behold, I 
have brought the first oi thL' fruit of the ground 
which Tlion, O Lord, hast given me" (.DcuL 
XXVI. 5-10). After this, there would he prayer 
and rejoicing — in fact, a sliiiely [ore^hadowLiig 
of the Harvest I'Y-iivuI in chureli or ;i SulvfitLun 
Army Hall. 

Lord of Ihe Harveat 

It is a far cry from" the days of Moses to our 
own. and many changes have taken place in the 
interval, hul with the Lord a thousand vl-hts is 
as one day; lie is Sliil the Lord of the Harvest. 
and His people have evtn more c;uisc Jo honour 
Hint with "first- fruits" than in the ages when 
the light of revelation was only dawning oil the 

The ancient Israelites were nearly all fanners 
or herdsmen, and, therefore, felt the keenest in- 
terest in a successful harvest ; but without ques- 
tion it is God's Divine intention thai every soul 
Should sacrifice and give thanks; not only per- 
sons of agricultural or pastoral pursuit*, hut ;il! 
claucs. Many work in factories down iti deep 
mines, and in workshops, stores, and offices. 
Under these conditions it is riot always possible 
to bring to the House of God * lenth of the 
"first fruits of labour." Bui arc they not equally 
dependent upon the yield of the earth and the 
flocks for their daily work as for their daily 
bread? 

Every one should,, therefore, at this season*. 
gratefully acknowledge the goodness of Ihe 
Lord by some gift that can lie til Hired for the 
saving of souls, and for relieving Lhc necessities 
of the poor. 

Let the farmer give of his wheal and other 
crops, and the first fruits of hia herds, the cot- 
tager of his vegetables, tbe fisherman of his fish, 
the cahinet-inaker oi his furniture, the bricklayer 
a portion of his earnings, and other trades and . 
handicrafts of the work of their hands. -Should 
■here be those whose occupations will not render 
some first frutt of their calling practicable, give 
a gift of money; but, above all, let every one lay 
upon the altar the sacrifice of a humble and con- 
trite heart, and not only will God be honoured 
for past mercies, hul the prosperity of the 
future be ensured, for God has promised lo pour 



out His lilc&tings on those who thus obey Him. 
" The Saviour's short ministry on earth was 
full of lessons as to ihe beauty of giving, and 
finally He gave Himself on Calvary (or the' Sal- 
vation of the world. Then, in the days of. trans- 
ition from the Old to the New Dispensation, it is 
quite clear thai the early Christians gave a good 
deal more than the Jewish "tenth" for tbe pur- 
poss or the work and the support ol" poorer 
brethren. It is ck'.ir from the writings of St. 
Paul that everyone was ex peeled to give, accord- 
ing to his or her means, and assuredly there 
wouldbe special gifts at the time of harvest. 

A. Beautiful Csatora 

"Giving" to the Lord is indeed a very beauti- 
ful custom, and brings many blessings to those 
who practise it in the right spirit, gladly, and 
■with "a single eye 1 ' Lo the glory of God. That He 
docs both require and bless such giving is this 
lesson oi history and of Holy Writ. 

"firing ye afl t Fie tithes into the storehouse, 
that there may he meal in Mine house, and prove 
Sic now herewith, saith the Lord of Hosts, if I 
will not open you the windows of Heaven and 
pour yon out a blessing, that there shall .not he 
room enough to- receive it." 

The Harvest Festival Kuiul, wc might remind 
our re.'idvr.s, especially helps the work itt our own 
country. in.comru»( to the rteU-Uciiial Fund, 
which i* e^KUiuinlly :i mim'rsii) Missionary fund.

Mm <af Richness 

In some of these a single word is 
often a nunc of untold richness. 
Take as an illustration the word 
"f not" in the saying, "Herein is my 
Father glorified, that ye bear much 
fruit" (John IS: 8). He does not 
bid them be good or do good, be 
holy OT useful, but bear fruit That 
is the way He preferred to express 
it ; and, thongb we may not be able 
to state all His reasons for the pre- 
ference, it cannot be unprofitable to 
allow our thoughts to dwell for a 
few moments on an expression bo 
suggestive; for it suggests: 

I. The rich variety of spiritual 
good. As the apostle says, God "hath 
blessed us with every spiritual bless- 
ing in the heavenly places fa Christ" 
(Eph. 1 : 3K The word Trwi** brings 
before the mind an immense vari- 
ety cf food pleasing to U.^ eye, 
grateful to the taste, and of a most 
delightful fragrance. Nor is H a 
slight reco mm endation of this word 
that h is bo suggestive of cool shade 
and refreshment while the beat of 
EUDsmer rages outside. 

The mere names of -different 
fruits, as grapes, pears, ohves, 
pomegranates, and many more, pre- 
sent a most diversified picture of 
beautiful forms, countless annus, 
and pleasant flavours; but the cata- 
logue of the fruit of ti.e Spirit, pen-

ed, euU the word "fruit" suggests to 
such hungry souls; 

III. That it is the product of a 
Divine power moving along earthly 
lines. Man does not manufacture 
fruit as be does machinery. He only 
plants a seed, and God shines on it . 
with His sun, and waters it with His 
rain, and so makes it germinate and 
grow, and bear fruit which in due 
season comes to full maturity. 

Did not the Lord Jesus by the use 
of this word "fruit" intend to en- 
courage us by the uaurance of a 
like co-operation in tfie' work of 
sancriEcatioTi, and lead us to think 
not only of what we do, but of the 
work' which God works in us, — not 
as the reward of anything in us but 
"according to the good pleasure of 
His own good will'*? Not all the 
artistie skill of man could create 
fmitc or ripen it, giving to each its 
own exquisite aroma and pleasant 
taste; and so not all that we can do 
could create one fruit of the Spirit, 
or produce in it the loveliness that 
gives delight to God. But when we 
consent that Christ shjould produce 
it in us, He workctfa In us to will and 
to do of His own good pleasure. Our 
Saviour desires that thus the work 
of sancti fixation should be as joyful 
and full of gratitude to God as it is 
now too often looked on as a dis- 
couraging task. But even that is not 
all; for 

God Co-operates 

IV- God begins the beginning of 
the process, as well as co-operates in 
carrying it on. The capacity there is 
in tbe seed to germinate is from 
God. Naturalists tell us that the 
future fruit lies wrapped up in the 
seed; but however that may be, the 
Master tells us that only the good 
tree, produces good fruit. It is not 
every tree that will produce a given 
fruit, but only such as God has en- 
dowed with the capacity of yielding 
that fruit Fruit is the result of life, 
and life both in the realm of matter 
and spirit is from God. 

So when wc seek the origin of 
goodness in man, we must go back 
to God; for just as He gives, to 
each tree power to yield fruit after 
its kind, so He created man in His 
own image,— that is. He did for 
him in relation to holiness what Ho 
does for the tree [n giving it the 
capacity for bearing frujt. Andwben 
nn mtrodueed dnrarucTinto^Uus^fiiir 
vine arrangement, Christ undid the 
evil* and restored the birthright vrt 
had lost 

Thus we lay hold of eternal life, 
in proportion as we* apprehend the 
provision God has made in Christ to 
make us holy. Ihe Spirit, expresses 
this very strongly when He says that 
Christ is made of God unto us sane- 
tifecation, so that in becoming holy

Who 
will copic lo Jesus?" The Salvation- 
ist pauses. A rough- looking fellow 
Jcuchcs himself from the throng, 
crosses the open space Lo the side 
of the speaker, halt?, removes bis 
head- cove ring, and waits. He has 
eome to Jesus! 

How shall ihe hcni;>hie*J come lo 
Jesus if wc da not show them the 
way? "How ehall they £cc Him ii He 
is not revealed in us? One query 
suffices lo prove that ihe language 
difficulty will make a, formidable 
barrier between the unxious seeker 
and the would-be teacher. But our 
comrade refuses lo be discouraged, 

Facing the crowd lie selects a 
man; tests him, and proves that he 



ful. 

"Yon don't look happy, my 
friend," says our comrade, as he 
takes ihe man's hand to thank him 
for his services. "Have you goi sin 
in your soul?"
